The answer here is to keep a handy household gadget — the telephone — in 
mind. A call ahead can save a wasted trip and wasted gasoline. 

e Do you tolerate an engine that is hard to start, hesitates, sputters, idles 
roughly, or the like? Do you put off getting a tuneup? 

A well-tuned automobile can save up to 12% on gasoline bills. Stop losing 
mileage and get your vehicle tuned when needed. 

è At the bank drive-in window, do you let your engine idle while waiting in 


line? 


The cure for this symptom is not to let the engine idle for more than 30 
seconds. Idling gets zero miles to the gallon. Park and walk or bank by mail, 
when possible, to help save energy and money. 

@ Do you make separate trips for errands that could be combined? 

Plan your trips to the market, tothe library, to school, or to visit friends sothey 
can be combined. Gasoline costs about 10 cents per mile, and much more for 
shorter trips, so combining trips is good for your pocketbook. 


e Do you drive to work alone? 


Carpooling can save half or more of the cost of riding to work alone, 


depending on the number of riders.
